In discussing U.S. military 
nid we may say, I think, that 
our first and most important 
problem is to decide between 
two kinds of commitments. 

The first is what territory 
America wil commit herself to 
defend. Thy second Is what. ter- 
ritory we shall only guarantee 
against aggression, 

Both kinds of commitment are 
backed by the determination to 
wage war against an uggressor, 
But the difference between them 
“is of great practical and strategic 
importance, 

Thos, if Panama were attacked 
we would make serjous stand 
in the Canal Zone and we would 
also fight‘o general war. But ff 
Weat Berlin, which is covered by 
the Atlantic Pact, were attacked 
we would make only a token de- 
fence jn Berlin as we mobilised to 
fight 9 general war. 


Panama Plan 

In Panama we are committed to 
a guarantee plus a pledge to de. 
fend. In West Beriin- we are 
committed to a guarantee without 
that pledge. 

In. meeting our obligations 
under the Atlantic Pact we have 
to decide what we shall treat like 
Panama and what like West 
Berlin. Tinese are hard decisions, 
but in the conduct of a grrat 
coalition they are unavoidable. 

Ideally, of course, we would 
Wish to glve every country not 
only a guarantee against uggres- 
sion but a reliable defence against 
invasion. 


«Local Defences 

At times, when our rhetoric has 
been exuberant, we have seomed 
to be ‘telling the world that we 
meant to create local defencen 
everywhere ‘to “contain" the 
Sovicts at every point where they 
might move in. 
~ But, as a matter of fact, it in 
quite ‘impossible to do that, 

If it were attempted ecriously 
it would mean that we had com- 
mitted. immense forcea all round 
the periphery of the Soviet Union 
—from Japan and China through 
South East Asia and the Middle 
Eant to the Balkans, Germany,, 
and Scandinavia. 

Thix would be a method of 
strategic suicide. For while we 
were committing our resvurees al) 
round the borderland the Russtuns 
would retain their whole army as 
& mans of Manocuvre. 


Useless Forces 

We, on the other hand, would 
have our forces enrmarked | for 
toeal defence—frozen,, dispersed 
ond largely uscless. By under- 
taking to defend too much terri- 
tory we should have impaired | 
fatally the effectiveness of our 


guarantee to go to war if any]:

military aggresaton. 

We must not think, therofore, 
that the allocation of military ald 
ia like the allocation of Marshall 
ald, In theory, at least, we have 
tried to allocate onough dollara to 
each country to make it possible 
for that particular country, by

But in allocating military aid

We should supply the greater 
part of our military aid to thone 
sountries which can when armed, 
themselves lecome guarantors 
igainst aggression. . 

Manifestly, within the Atlantic 
Alliance, Great Britain and 
France are p-e-emincnt in mecting 
this test. Military aid to them, 
'f properly used, can become. a 
cerruine milltdry investment, That 
is to say, it can show a strategic 
profit in case of war. 

But.to dole out weapons to 
countries which could not deferid 
themrelvag even !f they had them 
would be to wenken the  tatal 
power of. the alliance. 

For the .weapons doled out 
would be subtracted from the 
other forces available, « 

The truo test, therefore, ts not 
whether a country “needs” arms, 
All countries fedl-they need them. 
The test is what use that country 
can be counted upon to make of 
the arms to back up the general 
guarantec. 

For we must romember that our 
gvarantes covera much more ter- 
ritory than {a Included within the ~ 
‘North ,-Atlantic erca—for exam- 
ple, the Philippines and Turkey. 
And, on the other hand, not every 
foot of territory within that area 
can be covered by a pledge of local 
defence—for cxample, West Ber- 
Iin_ and even Western Germany. 

We can never, therefore, afford 
to loss sight of the paramount 
principle that the’ purpose of 
arming the alliance Is to support

The discovery has been made 
ib a human being of a muscle 
hitherto known to be possessed 
by the anthropoid ape only, ¢ 


The muscle was found by a 
group of students of the Cambell 
Medical College while engnged in 
the dissection of the body of a 
Bengall Hindu, about 40 years of 
aye and of powerful physique, 
who hod died of cholera. 


THe students were’ puzzled. 
The, muscle was not described fn 
any of their books on human 
anatomy. A foot Jong, fan- 
shaped at its origin, it was trac- 
ed os arising in the upper part 
and on the outer side of the 
chest, continuing into’ the inner 
aspect of the arm and up to the 
elbow. 


Dr. Sunil K. Boxe, Demonstra- 
tor of Anatomy at the institue 
tion, identiNed it as = muscull 
dorsi epitrochtearis, as found in 
the anthropold ape, whose func- 
tion is to ald in the acts of hang- 
ing by and climbing with the 
upper limbs. : 


His finding has been confirm. 
ed by colloagues of his: at 
Campboll College and by Pro- 
fersor A, N. Chakraborty, lee- 
turer In Anatomy, University 
Collage of Sclence. 


The muscle, believed to be the 
first of its type to be traced in 
a human being, has been pre-

Today, with all controls lifted, 
the production of pork and eggs 
on France’s farms is -running 
at 15 per cent, above the pre- 
war record output. 


There !s so much cheese betng 
produced that the other doy in 
the Paris central food market a 
lnrge quantity of Camembert 
was thrown away. -I asked the 
market director jo explain this 
waste. 


“It was good cheese,” said the 
director, “but not good cnough. 
It was what you British would 
call ‘austerity cheese,” contain- 
Ing only 10 per cent of fats. 
Lifting of controls has made it 
possible ot produce large quantl- 
tles of good quality Camembert 
containing 40 per cent, of fats. 


“The Frencfiman deocsn’t . see 
why he should cat low-quality 
Camembert when there Is good 
Camembert to be had, So the 
poorer stuff gets thrown away. 
It won't happen again. The 
cheese makers will see to it that

There were faked bottles of 
cofnac, faked cases of cham- 
pogne, faked’ foodstuffs such as 
vegetables, tins of coffee, choco- 
lates, — joints of. meat, faked 
packets of cigarettes and to- 
bacco, 


Now the rent things are on 
show, and . to make sure that 
people renlise It shopkeepers 
mark them ‘“Non-factice” (not 
faked). 


The only foodstuffs still ratlon- 
ed are ofl, sugar, and coffee, 
but the rations of these things 
are substantial and the quality 
fs as food as pre-war, Cream 
came off the ration fast month. 


The shopkeepers will all tell 
you that the secret of the switch 
from factice is liberty. When 
there was no liberty pro- 
tlucers hoarded their goods 
rather than submit to Govern- 
ment-controlled prices and taxes.
